~ Puzzles the Officials, 


PISTOL THE ONLY CLEW. 


Friends of the Dead Man Think | 


He Was Murdered. 


OTHERS CALL IT 


Fowler, Ind., Dec. 30.—(Special.)—A 
self-acting revolver, caliber 3%, made 
by the Harrington & Richardson Arm: 
company, Winchester, Maas., cylinder 
No. 312, and with barrel marked “Pat. 
Oct. 4, 1887, May 14, 1889,” and on the 
back “ Pat, April 2, 1896, and April 7, 
1807.” ‘ 


The foregoing Is an accurate description 
of a pistol with which the life of James 
Kirtley, Treasurer of Benton County, was 
ended. here some time last night. It was 
found under his lifeless body in the office of 
the County, TréAsurer in the Courthouse 
Building locdted here. Three of the cham- 
bers In its cylinder had been discharged: 
two. held unused cartridges. Kirtley’s brain 
was literally blown out... One shot had gone 
from the right side of his head just over his 
ear to the left, plowing through his brain. 
Another had penetrated from his forehead 
to the back of his head. A third, a glancing 
shot, had run over the top of his head. The 
body was cold. Kirtley had been dead for 
some hours. 

This pistol, or rather its identity and his- 
tory, alone can solve one of the greatest 
mysteries of its kind this country ever knew. 
Conan Doyle's “ Sherlock Holmes” is a 
marvel in its - way, but Conan Doyle, with all 
his flights of fancy and tmagination, never 
dreamed of such a plot as this, if Kiriley's 
life was terminated by suicide, for it is 
either the most cunningly. devised and 
methodically executed suicide the country 
ever knew, or else it is a murder most foul. 


Pistol the Only Clew. 

The history of this pistol alone can settle 
the question. Indiana will for all time dis- 
cuss the question as to whether or not Kirt- 
ley committed suicide or was murdered, un- 
less. this pistél be located. It was never 
seen in his possession. No trace of it can be 
obtained in this or any of the adjoining 
towns. It’s a cheap affair, probably not 
costing more than $5 or $6. It is constructed 
on the plan of a Smith & Wesson. But, 
cheap of not, it snuffed out poor Kirtley’s 
life. His own pistol—one he had carried for 
years—was found in one of the ‘drawers in 
his desk in the office. 

And woebtide the man,to whose posses- 
sion this pistol can be traced unless that 
man be Kirtley. For unless such a one can 
give a good account of himself and show 
beyond all reason or cavil that he was not 
in Fowler last night, good, swift Indiana 
law will hang him higher than.Haman. Jf 
it can he shown. that ae Dougt 


The Kirtley case is a stood one. Fowler 
is no different from any other town of the 
same size under such circumstances as ob- 
tain here today. .The neighbors are all 
gossiping over the untimely end of this un- 
fortunate man. He was well liked by every 
one; a great, strapping, big Indtanian, stand- 
ing six feet four inches in height and weigh- 
ing over 200 pounds. James Kirtley was a 
quiet, reserved man. He was the sovl of 
honor and his word was good everywhere 
with everybody: He was a soldier all through 
the war of the rebellion, and he never knew 
what fear was. 
with any living man. Yet he never ran away 
when One was forced upon him. He had

It is expected that the new session of the 
Reichsrath will open in February, when the 
government will make another attempt to 
arrange matters.

FRANK AND BENNIE BORBACKER. 


First Accident of the Present Winter 
Occurs on a Pond in Molding’s Brick 
Yard, Elston Avenue, Near Suow 
Street—Lads Perish in Sight of Com- 
rades Unable te Aid Them—Bodies 
Recovered by the Police After au 
Heur’s Work. 


The December thaw resulted yesterday in 
the drowning of Frank Borbacker, 14 years 
old, and his brother, Bennie, 2 years young- 
er, who lost their lives while skating on a 
frozen clay holé in Molding’s brick-yard, 
Elston avenue, near Snow street. The 

rous ice gave way under the boys sudden- 

and before any one could reach them they 
sank to the bottom. The bodies were re- 
covered by the Atirill street police and taken 
to the home of the boys’ parents, 55 Station 
street. . 

Nearly every winter some enthusiastic 
skater ventures teo soon on the ice-covered 
clay holes of that district and is drowned. 

‘The police watch the places at times, but 
the boys elude them. The Borbacker lads 
were the first to lose their lives this year. 
The pond in which they were drowned was 
eight feet deep, and the condition of the ice 
— all attempts at a rescue until] too 
e. 

The Borbacker lads were expert skaters 
and spent the holidays on the ice covering 
the many clay holes near their home. The 
mild weather of Wednesday had partially 
thawed the ice on the Molding pond and 
covered it with a sheet of water. During 
the morning, nevertheless, the ice was 
crowded with boys and girls. By noon the 
frequent crackings had frightened most of 
the skaters off and the others kept close to 
the shore. ' 

Frank and Bennie lef ir home shortly 

after noon and, arriving at Molding’s brick- 
yard, strapped on their skates and enjoyed 
themselves, never noticing the dangerous 
condition of the ice. 
_ Near -the center of the pond they saw a 
Smooth piece of ice unmarked by the other 
skaters. They struck out from the shore 
and for ten minutes glided up and down the 
frozen pond. They were some distance 
apart and near the middle of the clay hole 
when the ice gave way under’Bennie and 
plunged him into the water. Frank saw 
his brother go down, and as he sprang. to 
his rescue the ice beneath him cracked too, 
and he sank. 

When they came to the surface both lads 
shouted for help and clutched at the crumb- 
ling edges. Several times they almost 
pulled themselves out of the water, but 
each time the ice broke beneath them. A 
number of people heard their cries for help, 
but could not reach the drowning lads in 
the center of the pond. 

The police were notified by telephone, but 
the boys Lud sunk long before they ar- 
rived, After working for an hour the bodies 
were recovered.

He did not say Mrs. Ballington 
Boot was shamming, but he did remark 
that she was doing from three to eight hours’ 
work a day, and that the bulletins announc- 
ing her as near death were written by Bal- 
lington Booth, while the physicians in charge 
had been instructed not to answer questions. 
He himself introduced the subject to the re- 
porters who interviewed him as he stepped 
from the train, and his comments upon her 
fliness were given without any urging.

New York, Dec. 30.—[Special.]—Emma 
Booth-Tucker, wife of Commander Booth- 
Tucker, made the following statement: 

“I am amazed and grieved beyond ex- 
pression to read in this morning’s issue of 
certain papers the message from Chicago 
which purports that Commander Booth- 
Tucker spoke of Mrs. Ballington Booth’s 
illness as of a non-serious and even feigned 
character, 

*“*Ilam hoping to catch the Commander on 
his journey West by telegram today that I 
may get his own denial of this alleged state- 
ment. 

“In the meantime I would most unhesi- 
tatingly assert that there has been some 
grave misapprehension on the part of the 
informant in this case, and I point to our 
written statements, both to the press and 
as contained in our periodicals, as proof 
positive that no such attitude has for one 
moment been taken by us. 

“It is true we have regretted sincerely 
that the Volunteers should have seen fit to 
make the lamented illness of Mrs. Booth the 
occasion of so painful an attack on the Sal- 
vation Army. For this, however, we are not 
*‘respcnsible, but we have absolutely refused 
to enter into any controversy on the subject, 
asserting from the first that our only feel- 
ing in the matter has been that of Icve and 
sympathy for the sufferer.”’ 


TIDAL WAVE AT SHEBOYGAN. 


Vessels Torn from Their Moorings and 
Dashed Against the Docks 
with Force. 


Sheboygan, Wis., Dec. 30.—A severe tidal 
Wave swept up the river hére today, and 
many vessels which are in winter quarters 
received a severe shaking up. The wave 
follewed the southerly gale which prevailed 
yesterday. 

The steamer Seymour at the Reiss Coal 
company’s salt dock No. 1, was torn from 
its moorings, the big chains and hawscers 
that held it being broken. The steamer was 
dashed against the schooner Rosa Bell, the 
violence of the collision swinging the sclfoon- 
er around in such a manner that her jib- 
boom struck the pllothouse of the Seymour 
and demolished it. 

The schooner Ida Olsen of Green Bay, 
which was tied near the Reiss dock, was 
pounding so heavily that it was necessary 
to take the vessel to a new mooring place 
further up the river. Other vessels were 
torn from their moorings and were dashed 
against the dock with great force.

HIS SERVICES AS A CITIZEN. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 30.~—D. B. Dewey, 
First Vice President of the Bankers’ Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, lies usly 
fll at his home in Pasadena. He arrived 
from Chicago on Christmas day, and has 
been confined to his bed ever since with in- 
fl€ammation of the lining of the heart. J.it- 
tle bope is entertained of his recovery. 


News of the é¢ritical illness of David B. 
Dewey will come as a surprise to his friends 
in Chicago. Before his departure for the 
West about ten days ago he was active as 
usual in his business affairs. Only two 
weeks ago he was grieved by the death of 
an old friend, C. C. Wheeler, former Gen- 
emil Superintendent of the Chicago and 
No-thwestern railway. 

Mr. Dewey is one of the best known bank- 
ers in Chicago. He is Vice President of the 
Bankers’ National Bank, a silent partner 
of the banking house of W. T. Rickards & 
Co., and a director of the Union National 
Bank and a member of the Discount com- 
mittee. He has also been receiver .of the 
Wisconsin Iron company, and is an ex- 
President of the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank. He has been a remarkably 
busy man, and if his illness should result 
fatally the quick work of the disease would 
no doubt be attributable to the continual 
and intense strain on his physical and men- 
tal forces. 

He was born fifty-four years ago in Pitts- 
field, Mass. His father was a merchant of 
Puritan descent. He lived in his native town 
till he was 18 and there received a common 
school education. He then came West and 
worked for a time on a farm, and for four 
years he taught school during the winter and 
attended college during the summer till he 
was 21 years of age. During the.rebellion 
he served in Company A, Second Illinois 
Cavalry, and was made a sergeant. After 
@ year’s gervice he was severely wounded 
and was forced to retire permfanently from 
the army. In 1871 he engaged in the mort- 
gage loan business in Chicago and made his 
residence in Evanston. 

During his twenty-four years’ residence in 
the university town Mr. Dewey haa always 
been one of its most prominent, public-spirit- 
ed citizens, though in a quiet, unost@ntatious 
way. He wasa member of the Village board 
and later belonged to the Board of Educa- 
tion. But it is in his philanthropic work 
that Mr. Dewey has won the love of his fel- 
low-townsmen. Instances are numerous of 
his kindness of heart and lH lity in dis- 
tributing charity andassistanc& Mr. Dewey 
also served as the first President of the 
Social club of Evanston. 

Mr. Dewey is a financier of no smal! abil- 
ity, and he has the confidence of everybody. 
In 1887, while he was President of the Amer- 
ican Exchange Bank, he was confined to 
his home by rheumatism. During his ab- 
gence the bank cashed $400,000 fraudulent 
drafts on the Fidelity National Bank, which 
came near ruining the American Exchange. 
Mr. Dewey, against the order of his physi- 
clans, arose from his sick-bed and, accom- 
panied by Volney W. Foster, a fellow-towns- 
man, he went to New York and by his own 
exertions saved his bank from collapse. 
The failure of Kershaw & Co., who kept 
an account with the bank, involved it in long 
and costly litigation, and Mr. Dewey's ef- 
forts again placed it on a sound financial 
basis. The strain of these labors seemed | 
for a time to have undermined his health, 
but he recovered and was sdon as actively 
engaged as ever in business. Mr. Dewey 
has been for years a prominent Masonanda } 
Knight Templar. He is a regular attendant 
at Sunday worship, and has sittings in the 
Emanuel Methodist Church, at the Congre- 
gationalist, ana at Dr. Hillis’ church. 

He was married in 1862 to Miss Nettie A. 
Springer of Rockford, Ill. They have two 
children, Mrs. Harry Farwell and David B. 
Jr., 10 years of age.

Resigns Because of Federal Appoint- 
ment—Dr. P. M. Woodworth 
Succeeds Him. 


William Penn Nixon resigned the Presi- 
dency of the Lincoln Park board yesterday 
at a special meeting attended by all the 
members of the board.

Amateur Athletic Union WiltEndeavor 
to Arrange Meets in Chicago, New 
York, and San | San Francisco. 


It is the intention of the Registration committee 
of the A.i A. U. to induce, if possible, the Aus- 
tralasian team of athletes, which will leave home 
in February, to compete in the United States, prob- 
ably in New York, Chicago, and San Francisco, 
on either their outward or homeward trip. Mr. W. 
B. Curtis, delegate-at-large to the A. A. U., has 
taken up the matter in conjunction with the Regis- 
tration committee. Mr. Curtis has been for sev- 
eral years in correspondence with the Australasian 
authorities on athletic matters, and it is hoped, 
with the assistance he is sure to give the cum- 
mittee, that some satisfactory arrangement can be 
made. 

The Australasian team will be picked from fhe 
athletes of New South Wales. New Zealand, Vic- 
toria, and Queensiand, and compete in Ireland, 
Scotland, and Wales next summer. At the present 
time they propose to finish their tour with the 
English amateur championships in July. In an 
editorial in the Spirit of the Times in relation to 
the English amateur championships Mr. Curtis

ONLY ACTUAL ADDITIONS TO THE 
COLTS’ PLAYING FORCE. 


Many Others fiave Been Reported as 
Secured for the Chicage Team, but 
These Stories Are Unfounded—No 
Deals or Trades Are Now Under Con- 
sideration—WiIll a Good Left-Field- 
er Be Secured?—Hart Is Quoted as 
Saying a Dark Horse Will Win. 


Only three new players have been signed 
for the Chicago club since the close of the 
last playing season, despite various reports 
about youngsters here and there that had 
been captured by the Colts. These men are 
Isbel, secured from Bt. Paul; Woods, who 
will éome along with Manager Tom Burns 
from. the Springfield (Mass.) team, and 
Chance, the California catcher. Although 
all three of these men—more particularly 
Isbel and Woods—are highly spoken of, none 
ef them has yet earned a reputation that 
will inspire confidence in advance that they 
can strengthen the local nine. 

Inquiry about the Chicago club head- 
quarters as to whether there is any pros- 
pect of changes in the actual playing force 
of the Chicago team between now and the 
outset of the season invariably results in 
the same response, ‘‘ No trades or deals 
are being considered at present.’’ 

President, Hart did venture to say at the 
Philadelphia meeting, however, after a num- 
ber ofdeals had been concluded among other 
league clubs, ‘‘ O, the spring will be the best 
time for trades,”’ but beyond this it ap- 
pears he' has given no hint as to whether 
the Chicago club would attempt to fortify 
its playing strength. 


It looks as if the following positions on 
the local nine were practically assured: 
Griffith, Callahan, Thornton, pitchers; Con- 
nor, second base; Dahlen, shortstop; Lange, 
center field; Ryan, right field. In the mat- 
ter of catchers it has been thought all along 
by some supporters of the local team that 
the season of 1897 would see at least one 
new catcher of established reputation on 
the local nine. 

_ If the club is to make exchanges it Is fair to 
assume that one or two of the pitchers are 
to figure in the deals, but there is no doubt 
that Griffith and Callahan will be left out of 
consideration on this score, and perhaps

“ We have told Corkett what he can do,”’ 
cofrtinued Julian. ‘* Bob did not want to re- 
enter the ring at all, but at last I persuaded 
him to promise to fight again.on certain con- 
ditions. These were, as I explicitly stated, 
that he would consider fighting only two 
men—Corbett and McCoy—and that he 


should fight them only after Corbett had | 


defeated Maher and after McCoy had de- 
feated a man named by me. I have named 
Choynski for McCoy to fight. Now, Corbett 
may wear himself out talking about betting 
$10,000 that he can whip Fitz. Of course, I 
know he does not mean it and only wants 
the advertising, but if he really did mean it 
it would do him no good, for he must do as 
we say before he can get a battle with Fitz 
simmons. He has no more right to demand 
a fight with Fitz than Choynski has to de- 
mand a fight with Corbett. Corbett has 
made no record that entitles him to Fitz’s 
consideration. His fight with Fitz is the 
only good ore he ever engaged in. He de- 
feated Sullivan, a poor, broken-down man, 
and should have lost the battle to Mitchell 
had the referee done his duty. 

“Now, Brady and Corbett will not gain 
anything by their loud-talk money offers. 
Corbett has to come to our terms if he gets 
a fight.”’ 

Concerning McCoy and Choynski, Julian 
said: “I am going to hold McCoy to his 
promise made to ‘ Parson’ Davies in New

pounds, for he Knows Joe cannot do that.” 

Julian admitted that if McCoy insisted he 
wanted to fight no man outside of the mid- 
dleweight limit, he [Julian] might consent 
to name a middleweight. “ But,”’ he said, 
“it will not be Walcott, nor will it be Tommy 
Ryan.""

That is one of the advantages of 
having leaders full of error and misin- 
formation. 

Gompers has associated so long with 
“Coin” Harvey and the fiatists that he 
has become permeated and saturated with 
their idiotic nonsense. “Coin” Harvey 
calls gold and silver “ money of ultimate 
redemption,” which is an admission that 
they possess intrinsic exchange value. 
Hence gold must have the virtue of serving 
as a commodity to exchange for all other 
sorts of products. It must have a definite 
property exchange value, even though un- 
coined and measured, except by weight on 
the scales. 

A commodity to be suited for ultimate 
redemption, monetary purposes, must be 
practically indestructible and have great 
intrinsic exchange value in little bulk. 
Gold possesses those requisites beyond any 
other metal that can be used for money pur- 
poses. An equivalent value in silver 
weighs forty times as much and is fifty 
times as bulky. 

That alone should rule silver out 
among civilized nations in all but trifling 
transactions. Besides that, the value 
of silver bullion is rapidly cheapening, 
while that of gold is remarkab!y uniform 
per grain or ounce all over the world. 

Since gold is the best metal for hard 
money purposes, it follows that the paper 
money which is in circulation must be re- 
deemable in gold, and not in silver or any 
other inferior metal. Otherwise that note 
money is a delusion ‘and a snare, and the 
labor’ which is paid in it runs the risk of 
being paid in worthless, bogus currency. 
In fact, paper currency is only worth that 
in which it is utimately redeemed. 

Gompers has a foolish and absurd preju- 
dice against the best of all money, gold. 
It is an unreasoning prejudice, which 
clings to him because he will not reflectingly 
study the subject, but looks at it superficial- 
ly. If he would do that honestly he woald 
find that the gold standard is the best friend 
of the laboringman, and then he could 
use that influence he possesses with the 
wage-workers for their benefit. He is 
using it now for their injury. He isa 
purblind leader of mostly blind men, 


CHINESE EMPERORS QUEER DECREE. 

A new and striking illustration of the 
popular superstitions prevailing in China, 
as well as an indication of the consterna- 
tion which events now taking place or an- 
ticipated in ¢hat quarter of the globe are 
producing upon the people and govern- 
ment, is afforded in the following remarka- 
ble decree of the Chinese Emperor, which 
has just been communicated by Minister 
Denby to the State department in Wash- 
ington. It relates to the approaching 


, total eclipse of the sun, which happens to 


fall on the Chinese New Year—according 
to our chronology, Jan. 22, 1898: | 
--"aceording to the Chun Chiu (spring and autumn 
annals) it has been stated that an eclipse of the 
sun on the first day of the year betokens an im- 
pending calamity, hence the sovereign of every 
dynasty which has preceded us has always made 
it a point, wheneverfan eclipse of the sun is 
prognosticated, to undergo self-abasement and 
humble himself before heaven in order to 
avert the wrath from above. 

In the case of our own imperial dynasty, for'in- 
stance. during the reigns of their Majesties Kang 
Hei and Chien Lung (16062-1794) there were ob- 
served two eclipses of the sun which fell on New 
Year’s day. and now. according to the Board of 
Astronomy, the first day cf the twenty-fourth 
year of our reign (Jan. 22, 1898) there will be yet 
another eclipse of the sun. 

We are filled with forebodings at this news and 
hasten to seek within ourselves for sins which may 
have thus brought the wrath of high heaven upon 
the land. 

We further command that the ceremonies of con- 
gratulation usually held on New Year’s day in the 
Taiho Throne Hal! be curtailed, and only ordinary 
obeisances be made, the place being changed to 
the Chieng Tsing Hall, instead of the Taiho 
Throne Hall. The banquet usually given to the. 
imperial clansmen on New Year’s day must also 
be stopped, and when the eclipse occurs let all 
members of the court wear sober garments and 
assemble in the inner palace before the altar set 
up tosheaven, to pray for forbearance and mercy 
to the country at large. 

This is so far as sh] concern ourselves to show 
our desire to propitiate high heaven, but as her 
Majesty, the Empress Dowager. is an elder and 
senior, it is but right that the full ceremonies be 
observed in paying the court's obeisances on New. 
Year’s day to her Majesty. Let all the yamens 
concerned take note. % 

The. Ohun Chiu(or “Tsew,” as it is 
also written) is one of the Chinese classics 
to which especial interest attaches be- 
cause it is attributed to the sage and phi- 
losopher, Confucius—in fact, the only one 
of the classics directly emanating from him, 
though all bear to some extent the impress 
of his spirit and genius, According to 
Mencius (Mang-tsze), who came a century 
after Confucius and stands only second to 
the latter in the estimation of Chinese 
scholars, the document was produced ata 
time of great popular and official] corrup- 
tion, when Ministers were guilty of mur- 
dering their rulers, and sons, and their 
fathers, and had for its object the arresting 
of the tide of evil. The title (Anglicized, 
“Spring and Autumn Annals”) is said to 
have been given to the book “ because its 
commendations were life-giving, like 
spring, and its censures life-withering, like 
autumn.” Its effect upon the people, for 
whom it was written, is represented to 
have been wonderful. “ As soon as it ap- 
peared, we are told that rebellious Minis- 
ters quaked with fear and undutiful sons 
were overcome with terror.” The student 
of the present time, however, will look in 
vain for any such surprising effects, and if 
they occurred at all must refer them to the 
age in which anf the people among whom 
the book appeared. Dr. James Legge, the 
eminent scholar, who has done so much 
during the present century to render the 
Chinese literatyre and classics familiar to 
English-speaking people, says of it:. 

Instead of a history of events Woven artistically 
together, we find a congeries of the briefest pos 
sible intimations of matters in which the court

ticity they wonder at the abseiice of those 
aphoristic sayings and moralizings which 
have secured the writings of Confucius a 
recognized place among the world's classics. 
One is puzzled, therefore, to determine 
whether the notion that there 1s some occult 
virtue in this ancient document that may 
aid China in its present emergency or the 
desire to impress the ignorant populace by 
the exploitation of a great name has in- 


fluenced the Chinese Emperor in its use.

THE MUNICIPAL BARROOM. 

Alderman Duddleston is desirous to have 
the city lease some of the vacant rooms 
on the fourth floor of the City Hall Build- 
ing, which were occupied by the Public 
Library, to whoever will pay the highest 
rent for the privilege of running a saloon 
and restaurant there. The object is to 
have a place where Aldermen can go to 
drink during Council or committee meet- 
ings, or where they can take their constitu- 
ents, or be taken by them, without having 
to leave the building. 

At present it is necessary to go out in 
the cold and cross the street. That takes 
up time which the Aldermen, who are hard- 
worked, feel they cannot spare. They 
have learned that there are “ refectories ” 
in the Capito] at Washington for the ac- 
commodation of Senators and Representa- 
tives, and the Aldermen do not see why 
they are not entitled to the same con- 
veniences. 

They are of the opinion that the City 
Hall saloon would do so large a business 
that the men who ran it could afford to 
pay a good round sum, thus adding to the 
income of the city. Most of the Aldermen 
are heavy drinkers, and all of them have 
constituents whose comsumptive capacity 
is great. 

If there were a City Hall saloon which 
had all the business now divided among the 
many barrooms which cluster around the 
City Hall it would prosper. Furthermore, 
the constituents would always know just 
where to find their representatives. At 
present they have to look through several 
drinking places to discover them. 

This scheme of Alderman Duddleston 
does not go quite far enough, however, to 
suit some of the Aldermen. They would 
like to have the city itself run the bar, with 
Aldermen to receive a generous allowance 
of drinks at the publicexpense. Heshould 
be given free beer and whisky to cheer 
him up and sustain him, as well asa private 
secretary to do his work. 

There is a feeling also that there should 
be convenient to the barroom private con- 
sultation rooms, with darkened windows, 
and walls which no sound can penetrate, 
where Aldermen can meet the go-betweens 
who carry on the negotiations for the pur- 
chase of franchises, and who distribute 
the boodle. 

Accommodations of this kind have long 
been needed. It has been necessary to 


| meet in inconvenient and out of the way 


places—quarters in remote parts of the 
city. The Aldermen and those who do 
business with them should have better 
facilities for working boodling agreements. 

The scandalous Duddleston resolution 
must be defeated. It would be illegal for 
the city to rent out rooms in the City Hall 
for saloonkeeping purposes to serve as a 
resort for bummer Aldermen and their bum- 
mer constituents. 


FRANCE IN THE SCRAMBLE. 

Just as anticipated, and at the point pre- 
dicted, the French nation has begun to 
take a part in the scramble for Chinese tcr- 
ritory by the seizure of the important island 
of Hainan. 

This island—known to the Chinese as 
Kiung-Chow-F oo, which is also the name of 
its capital—has long constituted the most 
southerly possession of the Chinese em- 
pire, lying mostly south of the twentieth de- 
gree of north latitude, between the Gulf of 
Tonquin and the China Sea, and immedi- 
ately east of the French dependencies of 
Tung-King and Annam, It is separated 
from the mainland (China) by the Strait of 
Hainan, about fifteen miles wide, and has 
an estimated area of 12,000 to 14,000 square 
miles (about equal to that of the State of 
Maryland), with a population of one and a 
half millions of Chinese, besides aborigines 
in the interior estimated at half a million 
to a million more. Though entirely within 
the tropics, its location between two seas 
and the elevation of a considerable portion 
of its surface gives the island a mild and 
temperate climate. It has some com- 
modious harbors on the zouth, but the north 
coast is generally precip'tous and easily 
defended. The lowlands are fertile, while 
the interior is” mountainous and barren. 
The chief productions are rice, sweet po- 
tatoes, tobacco, fruits, medicinal 
sandal and other valuable woods; it also has 
valuable fisheries, this part of its trade_be- 
ing chiefly with Canton, the leading ccom- 
mercial city of southern China. 

The silent acquiescence with which the 
French nation has looked on the game Rus- 
sin and Germany have becn playing is not 
difficult of comprehension. The fact that 
the Chinese made no resistance to the 
seizure again illustrates the cowardice and 
helplessness of the nation now being de- 
spoiled of territory on every hand. As a 
result France obtains a larger and more 
valuable territory than her hated rival, 
Germany, but it is evident that the game of 
spoliation is noteat an end. If it’ goes on 
until “the powers” are satisfied the vast 
empire of China will be wiped off the map. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST HANNA, 

The factional fight in Ohio against Mr. 
Hanna is one of the most ungrateful, dan- 
gerous, and perhaps disgraceful events in 
the history of Ohio politics. Tum Trisunp 
hopes that the facts have not been correctly 
stated in the dispmtches from Columbus, 
and that these disgruntled plotters will not 
be allowed to carry out their schemes of 
hostility’ to Hanna. Mr. Hanna is today 
the most active and valuable Ohio politician 
in Congress.

DISTINGUISHED DEAD OF 1897. 

The list of distinguished workers,in the 
world’s various departments of industry 
who have passed away during the year just 
closing is a long one, but it does not em- 
brace as many who have achieved world- 
wide reputation as have died in other recent 
years. The world of science, for instance, 
has been peculiarly fortunate. It has lost 
but three prominent men—General Francis 
Walker, the distinguished head of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology; 
Henry Drummond, whe divided his labor 
between the natura) sciences and theology, 
and whose graphic works have commanded 
the admiration of a wide circle of readers; 
and Alvan G. Clark, the famous maker of 
telescope lenses at Cambridge, Mass., whose 
last and most successful production is at 
the Geneva Lake observatory. _ 

Literature has lost several prominent au- 
thors, among them Headley, the old-time 
American historian, whose works were very 
popular in their day, but have now fallen 
into disuse; Margaret Hungerford, better 
known as “The Duchess,” whose novels 
are still much in vogue; William T. Adams, 
better known to American boys as “ Oliver 
Optic ”; Mrs. Oliphant, one of the best of 
the female writers of the time; Jean Inge- 
low, the romantic poet; Charles A. Dana, 
the journalist, whose pen was busy in many 
directions, and who hasleftasmonuments of 
his industry the “ American Encyclopedia ” 
and “ Household Book of Poetry ”’; Justin 
Winsor, the librarian of Harvard College, 
well known to all students of American his- 
tory »Francis T, Paigrave, the British poet; 
and Alphonse Daudet, the most brilliant 
and graceful of modern French novelists. 

The world of musi¢ has been sorely 
afflicted. It has lost M. Castelmary, one of 
the finest of modern French operatie bassus; 
Waldemar Bargiel, a talented German com- 
poser; Marie Cornelie Falcon, the prima don- 
na, who was the rage half a century ago in 
Paris and who created many of Meyer- 
Deer's heroines; Von Wasiliewski, who 
added to his abilities as a musician remarka- 
ble talent as a biographer; Johannes 
Brahms, the modern Beethoven, who kept 
for the world the purity and dignity of the 
classic etyle; William T. Best, the dis- 
tinguished English organist; Max Maretzek, 
whose name brings up reminiscences of 
Italian opera in its palmy days, as does that 
of Adolf Neuendorff for the German; and 
Alexander W. ‘Thayer, whose life of 
Beethoven is one of the world's famous 
biographies. 

Art circles will mourn the loss of De 
Haas, the marine painter; Homer D. Mar- 
tin, a favorite American artist, John Gil- 
bert, the President of the English Acad- 
emy; John Sartain, the old-time engraver 
and painter; and Henry Doulton, the head 
of the Lambeth potteries, whose wares are 
the delight of bric-a-brac collectors. 

The dramatic stage has lost Mrs. John 
Drew, first of American actresses, Joseph 
Proctor, an actor of the old school, almost 
unknown to the present generation; and 
Terriss, who was so foully assassinated in 
London recently. 

Other prominent’ workers who have 
passed away during the ycar are Castillo, 
the Spanish Premier, who fell a victim to 
an assassin; General Neal Dew, whose 
name has been associated with the hopeless 
prohibition reform for nearly half a cen- 
tury; und George M. Pullman, the Chicago 
financicr, who has left a monument to his 
memory by his munificent gift for a manual 
training school in the town which bears his 
flame. 


A SPASM OF VIRTUE, 

The municipal administration has been 
attacked by a@ violent fit of reform. How 
long it will last no one can tell. It may 
end as suddenly as it began. 

Day before yesterday the Police depart- 
ment: gave orders that all forms of gain- 
bling must stop. The men running the 
poolrooms and all the other places where 
gaming is carried on were ordered to shut 
up shop. Somehow or other the police 
managed to find out the whereabouts of all 
the gamblers,, and served notice on them. 
They obeyed at once. They would have 
done so months ago had they been told to. 

It is not hard to understand why, after 
months of toleration of gambling in all its 
forms, the police have suddenly become so 
aggressively virtuous, and are ready and 
anxious to raid the premises of any gambler 
who keeps open in disobedience of orders. 

A metropolitan police bill is perding in 
the Legislature. One of the arguments ad- 
vanced in its support is that the police force 
under the present management has refused 
deliberately to enforce the laws and ordi- 
nances against gaming. The fact, however, 
that those laws and -ordinances are en- 
forced so thoroughly all at once is proof of 
the correctness of the charge that gaming 
has been tolerated intentionally. | 

It is certain that if the fear of the enact- 
ment of a metropolitan police law were 
over gaming would be carried on as actively 
as ever. The gamblers would be notified 
at once that. it was safe for them to resume 
operations. 

Then there is a grand jury in session 
which has been indicting gamblers by the 
score, and which has becn investigating 
the friendly relations which seem to exist 
between them and the police. At the same 
time the Sheriff's deputies have been raid- 
ing poolrooms and exposing daily the in-

He wap not one of the 
sleepy sort. Now that Harrison and Kipley 
have had their eyes opened, let them keep 
them open. If the young Mayor will con- 
tinue to keep his eyes open and act accord- 
ingly he will earn a better reputation than 
he has been carrying about with him. If 
he has not the right kind of a Chief of 
Police to enforce his orders, let him bounce 
him and put in a better man. The young 
Mayor has a golden opportunity, which he 
should improve. The grand jury can give 
him all the necessary information. 


AT Council meeting night before last 
forty-three Aldermen handed in the names 
of their’ “ private secretaries.""- Some are 
sons or daughters of Aldermen, and others 
are Aldermanic hangers-on. These nominecs 
were confirmed by a vote of 45 to 17, and can 
enter on the discharge of their burdensome 
duties if they see fit todo so, But they will 
not be able to draw any pay. Whatever 
work they do will be a labor of love. The 
Council has no duthority to vote salaries to 
Aldermanic private secretaries, and hence 
the Controller can pay nothing to such in- 
dividuals. They may bring suit against 
him, but.the courts will uphold him. That 
the Controller will refuse to pay these Al- 
dermanic dummies a cent must be taken for 
granted. The Mayor, who vetoed the salary 
grab ordinance, will tell him that he must 
riot let the city treasury be robbed. 


Muc8 interest will follow the investigations 
by Chicago capitalists and contractors into 
the feasibility of the Nicaragua Canal 
project, to which reference was made in the 
columns of THe TRIBUNE several days ago. 
The experience which has been obtained by 
practical men in rock excavation cheaply 
and on a large séale in the construction of 
the Chicago Drainage Canal will come in 
good play upon this great international 
work. Whatever may be the expense of the 
proposed enterprise there should be as little 
delay as possible in getting it under way. 
Our commercial interests and national safety 
demand that the canal should be completed 
at the earliest practicable moment, and if 
this requires a guaranty of government 
bonds for a portion of the work it should be 
cheerfully granted. i

The Gage Currency Plan—Probable Ori- 
gin of a Story About the Sec- 


Wasiiington,.D. C., Dec. 29.—[New York 
evening Pust. ~The persistence of the ru- 
mors that Secretar} Gage has resigned in- 
dicates a purpose which they may be ex- | 
pected to serve. It is an open secret in the 
inner cirdles of the administration that Mr. 
Gage’s gold standard currency reform prop- 
csition is being used by the President and 
party leaders as a “ feele~”’ to see how far 
dt is safe to go. Although Mr. Gage’s heart 
is fully in the course now being pursued, he 
understands clearly that he is going a little 
ahead of the rest of the party, and because 
of so doing may eventually have to be sacri.

Section 5,239 makes it the 
duty of the Controller of the Currency, 
upon discovering that this or any cther pro- 
vision of the act has been knowingly vio- 
lated by the directors of a bank, to bring suit 
against the bank to forfeit its charter, and to 
recover damages from the guilty directors. 
The present Controller of the Currency is 
Mr. James H. Eckeis. 

According to all the newspaper accounts

When did Colonel Singerly first become in- 
debted to this bank for more than one-tenth 
the amount of its capital stock actually 
paid in?

Why did you not, on first learning of this 
violation of the national bank act, proceed 
against the bank and its directors as the 
act requires? 

The answers to these oy rete are the 
more important because Mr. Eckels has re-— 
peatedly advocated.the retirement of the 
government notes used as currency and 
the substitution for thém of national bank 
notes. If, under his administration, a na- 
tional bank can, unchecked, allow its Pres- 
ident to absorb nearly its entire working 
capital and then fail so badly that it cannot 
pay its depositors, his opinion of bank re- 
sponsibility is not worth much.

KING OF DAHOMEY’S PALACE OF AGONY,

The most grewsomely decorated public 
building in the world is the palace of King 
Behanzin of Dahomey, in the Province of 
Agony, says the New York Journal. Paul 
Mimande, a Frenchman, who spent some 
time in Dahomey before the French con- 
quest of the country, and when the horrors 
of Behanzin’s rule were in full swing, has 
published a book containing a most interest- 
ing description of Dahomey customs. 

His Majesty had his private palace of 
execution, where he was accustomed to dis- 
pose of his enemies and to refresh himself 
with the smell of blegd. The Palace of Exe- 
cution was considered a marvel of art and 
luxury in Dahomey, and no common native 
ever saw the inside or spoke of the doings 
therein for fear of his life. 

The hall of execution is a strange. build- 
ing. It is semi-circular in form. The floor 
slopes down from one side to an open space. 


It is divided into stalls, which were reserved ) 


for the minor Kings of the country, the 
Princes and Princesses of the royal! blood, 
and one of great size for King Behanzin him- 
self. 

Victims were beheaded in every one of the 
stalls in honor of the royal persons seated 
there. The floor Was carefully tiled and had 
a hole in it, through which the blood es- 
caped. The greatest number of victims was, 
of course, reserved for Behanhzin. While 
the slaughter went on the Kings and the 
royal ladies lay on mats and filled themselves 
with a liquor called tafia, which, combined 
with the smell of blood, produced a pecu- 
larly violent form of intoxication. 

The walls of the hall are liberally deco- 
rated with frescoes in human blood.. The 
objects represented consist chiefly of head- 
less bodies, executioners’ knives, and allied 
subjects.

BAN PLACED ON SEALSKINS. 


Secretary Gage Issues Notice of the 
Manner in Which They May 
Be Imported. 


Washington; D. C., Dec. 30.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury, with the approval of the 
President, has issued regulations under the { 
act of Congress signed yesterday, prohibit- 
ing the taking of sealskins by American cit- 
ijzens except on the Pribylof Islands, and in- 
hibiting the importation into this country of 
y pelagic sealskins. The regulations provide 
that no sealskins—raw, dressed, dyed, or 
otherwise manufactured—shall be admitted 
to entry in the United States except there be 
attached to the invoice a certificate signed 
by the United States Gonsul at the place of 
exportation that said skins were not taken 
from seals killed within the waters men- 
tioned in said act, specifying in detail the 
locality of such taking, whether on land or 
at sea, and also.the person from whom said 
gkins were purchased in their raw and 
dressed state, the date of such/purchase, 
and the lot number. Consuls shall require 
gatisfactory evidence of the truth of such 
facts by’ oath or otherwise before giving 
any such certificate. Itis further provided 
that no fur sealskins—raw, dressed, dyed, or 
otherwise manufactured—shall be admitted 
to entry as part of a passenger's personal 
effects, unless accompanied by an invoice 
certified by the United States Consul. 

All fur sealskins, whether raw, dressed, 
dyed, or otherwise manufactured, the in- 
voices of which are not accompanied by the 
certificate above prescribed, are directed to 
be seized by the Collector of Customs and 


destroyed.

O issioners Argue Long Over the 

Advertisement, then Divide the 
Awards Among Many Firms — Se- 
lections of the Public Service Com- 
mittee Indorsed—R. J. Collins Gets 
Only a Part—The Grand Hetel Will 
Continue to Care for Jurors. ‘ 


The County board yesterday afternoon in- 
dorsed the action of the Public Service com- 
mittee in awarding the annual contracts 
for supplying the county with meat to the 
lowest bidders. This was not accomplished 
without a long debate over the wording of 
the advertisement.for bids written by Super- 
intendent of Public Service Northam. : 

Commissioner Irwin moved the adoption 
of the eommittee’s report. On the roll be- 
ing called the same number of votes opposed 
the adoption of the report as had opposed 
the giving of the contracts in the morning 
meeting. ; 

In explaining his vote on the matter Pres- 
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{Famous pastor of Boston’s early colonial days. ] 
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suffer violence at the hands of several en- 
raged people who claim to have been vic- 
timizged by him. But for the prompt ac- 
tion of Justice Martin and the constables, 
who were present in the courtroom, it is 
likely that Carman would have received 
rough treatment. 

It was the second day of the hearing of 
the case, and the incident happened just 
after the justice had announced an ad- 
journment of the case to Jan. 3. J. M. Gart- 
side, Carman’s attorney, had pressed for an 
earlier continuance of the hearing, assert- 
ing that his client was under a heavy daily 
expense while remaining here, that he was 
in charge of an important business mission 
here, that he had come here with a com- 
mittee in a special car, and that it was a 
great hardship not only to him, but to all 
those associated with him, to have the case 
drag along instead of being brought to as 
speedy-conclusion as possible. 

The justice announced, however, that he 
had other matters quite pressing, and then 
after the time of adjournment had been 
fixed upon, J. A. O’Donnell, Binns’ attorney, 
began a denunciation of Carman, during 
which he charged him with being a swindler, 
and profiting by the results of his dealings 
with Binns, as well as those others who also 
charge him with having defrauded them 
out of various sums of money. 


Several Denounce Carman. 


Several of these had been seated in the 
room and excitedly crowded around Carman, 
and in another moment several of them were 
shaking their clinched fists in his face. 

‘“Swindler, thief, blackleg, scoundrel,” 
they shouted. ‘“* You cheated me out of all 
my money,” etc. 

Carman shrank back pale and alarmed, 
and so menacing did the angry crowd about 
him become that the constables present be- 
gan restraining them, while Justice Martin 
commanded quiet, threatening those who at- 
tempted to do Carman any harm with swift 
punishment. This quickly cooled the crowd. 

This was only one of the sensations of the 
afternoon, for hardly had the hearing of the 
Binns case began before a. Deputy Sheriff 
served a capias upon Carman in a civil case 
for damages, begun by Binns before Judge 
Brentano, and all during the hearing the 
officer sat behind him. As he was later going 
with the Deputy Sheriff to give bond on the 
capias, he was served with another warrant 
sworn out before Justice Richardson by Dr. 
T. R. Potter of this city, wherein he is 
charged with having obtained $200 “* by 
means of a confidence geme, unlawfully, 
willfully, and designedly.”” The case is of 
the same order as the one instituted against 
him by Binns and the others. He gave a 
$500 bond, and the hearing of the case was 
set for Jan. 6. On the civil suit for damages 
his bond was fixed at $1,500, which was giv- 
en, his brother going on the bond. The case 
will come up for hearing on the first Monday 
in February. 


_Discharged from the Committee. 


To add to his discomfiture Carman was 
handed a telegram during the afternoon 
signed by H. H. Sherwood, chairman of the 
Alaskan Trade committee at San Fran- 
cisco, announcifig that he had been dis- 
charged from the committee, and ex-Gov- 
ernor Sheakley appointed to take full charge 
of the work here.

HE second series of 
the “‘Golden Treas- 
ury of Songs and 
Lyrics’ is probably 
the last of the edito- 
rial labors of the late 
Professor Francis T. 
Palgrave, whose ded- 
ication to the mem- 
ory of his life-long 
friend, Lord Tenny- 
son, lends pathetic 
interest to the book. 
There is a chapter, 
interesting in the ex- 

treme, contributed 
Francis T. Palgrave. by Palgrave to the 

newly-published memoirs of his friend, in 
which the inception of the “ Golden Treas- 

-ury.”’ is told, and the comments of the laure- 


_ ate upon many of the selections which went 


to make it up are given at length, 

It may be surmised, after a careful read- 
ing of this second series of the English 
songs and lyrics, that it was largely brought

What Actor Ratcliffe of New York Got 


and What He Es- 
- : caped.

New York World, Dec. 30.—Edward J. Rat-., 
cliffe, the actor who was convicted last week 
‘of brutally beating and kicking his wife, 
Alice De Lacy Ratcliffe, was yesterday sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary-on Blackwell's Island. 

His lawyers subsequently got an order to 
stay the carrying out of the sentence until 
next Monday afternoon, when the question 
of granting a certificate of reasonable doubt 
pending appeal will be argued before Judge 
Dickey in Fart I. of the Supreme Court in 
Brooklyn. Ratcliffe meanwhile remains in 


the Tombs. 


When Ratcliffe was arraigned Mr. Towns) 
his lawyer, said: 

*“T renew my motion, made on the night of 
the verdict, to set aside the verdict, and also 
move for arrest of judgment.”’ 

The motion was denied and exception 


‘taken. Mr. Towns then began the task of 


pleading for a lenient sentence: He spoke 
vigorously and adroitly. 

As he concluded Judge Newbureger said: 
“It is true that during the term, as stated 
in the charge to the jury, I have, op a num- 
ber of occasions, suspended sentence, but 
this is not such a case as would warrant the 
court in such a course. In all the cases 
wherein I have suspended sentence there 
was some evidence before:the court of the 
defendant’s previous good character and of 
his reputation for peace and quietness. In 
this case I suggested to counsel the other 
day—and in this the Gounsel will bear me out 
and agree with me—that some evidence be 
offered of the defendant's previous good 
character and also of his reputation in the 
community for peace and quiet. No such 
evidence has been offered to the court. 

“*T propose also to consider the fact that 
the defendant has been in the Tombs for the 
last two weeks; and in disposing of the ques- 
tion of sentence I do not propose to fix the 
extreme penalty of thelaw. But the defend- 
ant certainly must be punished. Wife-beat- 
ing is not,popular in America, however it 
may be in‘some other countries. We do not 
propose to tolerate it here if it is possible to 
stop it, and if the court were to be lenient in 
a case of ‘this kind it might be an inducement 
to others to commit similar offenses. I pro- 
pose, on the contrary, to impose a sentence 
4n this:case which shall be a warning to 
others. 

‘“‘T will sentence the defendant to impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for a term of six 
months.’”’ 

As the Judge concluded the court officer 
standing close behind Ratcliffe touched him 
upon the shoulder. The,actor followed his 
uniformed custodian straight out of the 
room. 

Ratcliffe, convicted wife-beater, once mat- 
inée hero, gets six months’ imprisonment. 
This is-what he did: 

He s ruck his wife-with his brawny fists. 
He felled Jer to the floor three times. 

He ane Ee ‘her as she lay ine 
before him. 

He kicked her with his heavy-soled Eng- 
lish “‘ bulldog ’”’ shoes. 

He seized her by the hair. 

He ‘tried to batter fier head against the 
floor. 

All this happened ‘in civilized New York 
and this is the “* punishment ”’’. he must 
undergo: 

He will have a comfortable bed and eight 
and one-half hours of sleep each night. 

He will have an abundance of substantial, 
plain food. 

He will be seasonably clothed, and may 
wear his own luxurious undergarments. 

He will lead such a regular, abstemious 
life that his six months in prison will be as 
s0 many years added to his life. 

In Delaware this would have been his pun- 
ishment by law: 

He would have been triced to a whipping- 
post, his back bared. 

He would have felt the burning thongs of 


his flesh. 

He would have heard the jeers of a multi- 
tude of spectators as he writhed in agony. 
Had he been in Indiana he might have 
been treated in this way—the way wife- 
beaters have often been treated there: 

He would have been dragged from bed at 
dead of night by déetermined White Caps. 
He would have been taken to a lonely spot 
in the woods, and his captors would take 
turns in lashing him with horsewhips and 
thorny rods. 

Jie would have been warned never again 
to beat his wife, and would have been left 
to find his way back to his abode. 

Were it in Missouri this is of record as 
the wife-beater’s fate: 

He would have been taken from his house 
—at night, in all likelihood—and then 
stripped to the pelt. 

He would have been doused from héad to 
foot with boiling tar, and upon this would 
be thrown immense quantities of feathers 
He would be left severely alone then to 
make the best of his condition. 

If he were in Texas the courts would never 
hear of his case. There, it is likely— 

He would be called from his home by a 
party of masked men ans roughtfy dragged 
to the nearesc tree. 

He would feel a noose sae over his 
head, and the masked men would make 
clear their loathing of a wife-beater by 
stringing him up to a strong bough and 
leaving him between heaven and earth. 

And had Chicagoans been outraged by his 
offense, as they were by another wife-beater 
recently: 

He would have been pursued by a howling 
mob of citizens, and his trail would be 
marked by a shower of missiles. 

He would have fared as badly if caught 
as if he were in Indiana, Missouri, or Texas.

CRANE COMPANY GETS $98,086. 


Verdict in Its-Third Trial with the 
Columbus Construction Concern 
—Points at Issue. ' 


The third trial of the suit of the Columbus 
Construction company against the Crane 
company was concluded in Judge Seaman’s 
Federal Court yesterday by a verdict in 
favor of the Crang company for $98,086. For 
the third time thé case is liable to go to the 
Court of Appeals. Originally the suit was 
brought by the Columbus Construction com- 
pany for $1,000,000 damages, but this dwin-, 
dled down to $200,000. The Crane company 
claimed a setoff of $130,000. | 

In the first trial, lasting four weeks, the 
jury failed to agree, and a question of law 
was taken to the Court of Appeals. The 
‘second trial lasted five weeks, and the jury, 
after giving setoffs to the Crane company, 
gave the Columbus Construction company 
damages of $48,000. On a second appeal the 

court above ruled that the Columbus Con- 
struction company, having repudiated the 
contract, could not collect damages under it. 
The trial just ended, lasting seven weeks, 
was virtually on the amount that the Crane 
s company could secure on its claim against 

the construction company. 

The controversy arcse over the contfact of 
the Crane company to furnish the material 


| company was building for the Indiana Nat- 
}, ural Gas and Oilhcompany. There were 260 
miles of eight-inch pipe included in the con- 
tract, whith was made in 1890. The pipe in 
place failed to stand the required tests. The 
Crane people asserted the defects were due 
to careless handling; the construction com- 
pany put the blame on alleged light weight 
of collars. Meanwhile the Columbus Con- 
struction company was falling in arrears on 
payment for the pipe it-was receiving. 
During the trial just closed much stress 
was laid. by the Crane people upon the fact 
that by virtue of an Indiana statute the 


sity of furnishing. pipe that should have 
withst & pressure of 1,000 pounds, and 
that although the specifications called for 
that amount of. pressure, if the evidence 
showed that the pipe was so constructed as 
to admit of a refsonable amount of pressure 
all the requirements of the contract were 
fulfilled..

‘SAYS BODY IS PREJUDICED. 


Charlies T. Yerkes, representing the West 
and North Chicago Street- railway com- 
panies, and President George Henry Wheeler 
for the Chicago City railway company have 
sent letters to the special committee ap- 
pointed by the City Council to gather in- 
formation regarding street railway pruper- 
ties on which to act when the matter of ex- 
tending the present tranchises comes before 
the Council for action. 

Mr. Yerkes tells the committee that it Is 
a prejudiced body and that he has no infor- 
mation to give, for the reason that it would 
not make a good use of the knowledge any- 
how, if it h . Mr. Wheeler, howover, 
makes wer number of the questions 
put to and directs the committee where 
to go for the further information it is seek- 


ing. 

The géesolution appointing the committce 
was passed by the Council on Oct. 13, and on 
Nov. 19 Mayor Harrison wrote to both Mr. 
-¥Verkes and Mr. Wheeler, inclosing the list 
of questions comprised in the resolution, and 
requesting answefs. On Dec. 14 he wrote 
again, seeking to hurry them up a little, as 
they had so far failedtoreply. The answers 
came soon after his second letter and were 
laid before the committee &t its first meet- 
Ing yesterday. 


List of Questions Asked. 


The questions asked in the letters to the 
street railway Presidents were as follows: 

1. What lines of street railway are now operated 
by each of said companies, and under what fran- 
chises; and specifying the dates when said fran- 
chises expire respectively. 

2. An inventory of all the tangible property of 
each of said street railWay companies; its original 
cost and present cash value,

WILLIAM COPP PUT ON TRIAL. 


He Is Accused of Assaulting His Fa-. 
ther-in-Law, Dr. A. C. Rankin, 
. with Intent to Kill. 4 


William Copp,-who assaulted his father-in- 
law, Dr. A. C. Rankin of Pullman, with a 
razor and a revolver, inflicting wounds 
which threatened to be fatal, was brought 
to trial yesterday before Judge Horton. The 
charge against him is assault with intent 
to kill, The assault of which Copp is ac- 
cused occurred the afternoon of June. 28, 
during a visit which Copp made to Dr. 
Rankin’s hovse to see his wife, from whom he 
was separated.. Both Dr. Rankin and Mrs, 
Hermes, his daughter, tried to eject him, he 
says, when he drew arevolver. Dr. Rankin 
appeared and Copp put away his révolver 
@nd drew a razor. This he flourished over 
Dr. Rankin’s head. The latter retreated 
and secured a revolver and fired one shot 
which penetrated Copp’s clothing and bruised 
his left side. Dr. Rankin is 70 years old 
and Coppis 56 yearsold. Copp testified that 
rt had no -intention of killing Dr. Rankin 
and called at the home of the latter simply 

o seék reconciliation with Mrs. Copp. 

“It was my home—the only one I had 
known for years,’ said Copp. “ My heart 
was in my mouth when I struck Dr. Rankin 
on the head with my revolver. I did not 
want to—I would never do it again.” 

Arguments by counsel were heard during 
the afternoon. The jury will consider the 
evidence this morning.

VINCENT MAY MAKE A PLEA: 


Attorney Harmon and Luetgert patched 
up’a truce yesterday and on the surface ap- 
peared good friends.- Lweetgert denied he 
ever tried to get rid of Harmon and reéniist 
Attorney Vincent's services. There is no 
truth in his denials;.nor on the denials of 
other Luetgert adherents of the story print- 
ed in Tue TRIBUNE yesterday. The appeals 
were made and the letters to Attorney Vin- 
cent* were written. They contained state- 
ments which the sausagemaker would not 
like to see in print and which would not be 
pleasant reading for Attorney Harmon. 

Attorney Vincent’s denial that Luetgert 
had asked him to come back was profession- 
al, since he had no desire to supplant Mr. 
Harmon and naturra}ly did not wish to em- 
barrass Luetgert. Luetgert’s denial was 
also a habit and a necessity, in view of the 
mirked change in Attorney Harmon's style 
of cross-examination and the way in which 
he observed Luetgert’s suggestions. Yes- 
terday was the first day of the arial when 
there were no tilts between Attorney Har- 
monand the court, and Attorney Kehoe and 
Attorney Riese had their suggestions lis- 
tened to. 


Vincent May Plead for Luetgert. 


Through an intimate friend of both Mr. 
Vincent and Mr. Harmon it leaked out dur- 
ing the day that the former, in view of 
Luetgert’s entreaties, had consented to make 
one of the final arguments if Luetgert’s 
counsel agreed to it. While Luetgert re- 
fused to talk about it, it was thought highly 
probable that he would insist on Mr. Vin- 
cent making a plea before the case goes to 
the jury. 

Attorney Harmon yesterday discarded his 
lohg cross-examinations, and when Judge 
Gary ruled out his questions he submitted 
with scarcely a word. Evidently the an- 
nouncement that Luetgert was trying to 
depose him was new to himalso. There was 
a conference between Mr. Harmon and 
Luetgert in the morning, and the two are 
supposed to have arrived at an understand- 
ing then. All went smoothly thereafter, 
and Luetgegt sent for the reporters to deny 
that he was seeking Mr. Vincent. 

While Mr. Harmon and his burly client 
had apparently patched up their differences, 
no more words were exchanged between 
them than were strictly necessary. Attor- 
ney Kehoe and Attorney Riese, who take 
down the testimony in longhand during 
Mr. Harmon’s cross-examinations, made 
only infrequent suggestions. What they 
were appeared to be carefully noted by Mr. 
Harmon.

THE NATION’S BOUNTY ABUSED. 


Truth About the Pension Scandal Told 


by an Army Veteran, a Physician, 
° and a Medical Examiner. 


Springfield (Mass.) Republican: The de- 
mands of the veterans for pensions are ever 
on the increase; the pension ,yoll grows 
larger and larger, and now the Strife is to 
have every soldier pensioned in one grand 
round-up by a service pension bill, regardless 
of any disability. 

This scheme is unjust and extortionate. 
Had the soldiers nothing at stake in the war 
but what they could get out of it, sooner or 
later, in dollars and cents? It would be 
about as sensible to pension thé millio ho 
staid at home, Jabored, add gave of their 
treasure for the maintenance and success of 
the. war. 

As the administration has of late been dis- 
cussing measures for reducing, in some way, 
the current expenses of the governmeht, I 
know of no better place to begin than in the 
Pension department. Doubtless, politicians 
would not regard it 4s a very wise political 
move; yet, if I mistake not the consensus of 
opinion which seems to prevail in the public 
mind, the time is not far distant when the 
question of retrenchment will become a vital 
issue between opposing political parties. It 
certainly is an affair in which a little courage 
should be shown; wisd6m, justice, and com- 
mon sense should prevail, rather than policy. 
What, then, is the. best course to be.pursued 
in cutting down pension expenditures? In 
answering the \juestion I will offer a few 
suggestions for the solution of the problem. 

In the first place, let ‘there be a thorough 
review and reéxamination of all pension 
cases now on the rolls, by éxamining boards 
of surgeons appointed for that purpose, called 
boards of review, which shall be composed, “ 
as far as possible, of surgeons, irrespective 
of party, who served as such during thesvar; 
for the reason that, other things being equal, 
they are better qualified for the duties re- 
quired than surgeons who never saw service 
in the field or military hospitals; having a 
better knowledge of the nature, les, 
and effects of gunshot injuries. 

Thus far the selection of pension surgeons 
throughout the country has. been in obédi- 
‘ence to party dictation, and in accordance 
with the political predilections of sub- 
jects for appointments, instead of or Apart 
cial fitness for the duties required.. —— _
